Taiwan Garrison Command 
Should dispel any doubts some Chinese Amerlicans 
still may have regarding the Taiwan ITreglime?Ss 
intention and ability to enforce 1its anti-democratic 
rule over the Chinese American community， Once 
again，the long arm of Taliwan has struck at the 
already fractured freedom of Chinese Americans in 
the US -- the freedom of the press Under the US 
Constitution， 


Last year when CHiza .7771es，a leading Chinese- 
language daily in North America，was Summarlly Shut 
down and Chinese American journalist Henry Liu 
Shot dead cold-bloodedly by hired agents of the 
Taiwan government，Ssome were willing to glve the 
Taiwan government the benefit of doubt. Now that 
Taliwan has demonstrated once again its contempt for 
Chinese American rights and freedom，there should 
be no question in anyone's mind as to what the 攻 MT 
government in Taliwan is upb to and what needs to be 
done to protect Chinese American rights. 


In the Lee Ya-pbpling case，Taliwan manages to 
accomplish two things: it tightens its reign of terror 
among Chinese in the US and lt injects further Strain 


between Taiwan and its staunchest ally, the US.

Senate Passes Simpson Bil; 
House of Representatives Next 


WASHINGTITON - The US 
Senate Passed the 
controversial Simpson 


immigration bill on Sept， 19 
on a vote of 69-30. 

Named for its Sponsor， 
Republican :Senator Alan 
Simpson of Wyoming，the bill 
also got through the Senate，in 
slightly different versions， 
during the last two sessions of 
Congress，IThe bills then died 
in committee when the Senate 
and House 0f Representatives 
could not resolve their 
differences. 

The next battleground for 
the bill is the House，where 
CongresSsmen will debate the 
Version Sponsored by Democrat 
Pete Rodino of New Jersey. If 
the Rodino bill passes，a joint 
House-Senate committee will 
then draft a compromise 
version to be Sent to President 
Reagan for signing. 

The Simpson bill calls for: 

- penalties of up to $10,000 
for the hiring of 
undocumented workers; 

atLted SSDnCStY 
program to grant legal 
residency to undocumented 
aliens who entered before 
1980; 

- computer checks on the 
status of immigrants applying 


for welfare，Medicaid，food 
stamps or unemployment 
benefits; 

- 3 "guest worker” program 
to allow the entry of 350,000 
temporary farm workers 
annually; 

- increased funds for the 
Immigration and Naturali- 
zation Service (INS) and the 
Border Patrol. 

- 3a provision to raise the 
quota of Hong Kong immi- 
grants from 600 to 5,000 
annually. 


Attorney Bill Tamayo of the 
SF-based Committee to Defend 
Immigrant and Refugee Rights 
denounced the bill as "terrible， 
worse than any of its earlier 
VerSions. 

"Employer Sanctions that 


would promote racist hiring 
practices passed overwhelm- 


ingly,” Said Tamayo. "Le- 
galization provisions are 
extremely weak，don'"t even 
take effect for three years， 
and there is doubt whether 
they will be implemented at 
3a11..…. 

"And the- So-called guest 
worker program is in reality .… 
recreating the worst features 
of cheap labor imported from 
Mexico and exploited by 
growers during the 1950'S."

AsSians have a_ justly-deserved 
reputation for treasuring their 
children, the fact is，according 
t0 Soclal workers，when the 
struggle for Survival over- 
whelms Asian adults，child 
abuse and neglect Surfaces 
more frequently. 

Child protective agencies 
usually don't compile statistics 
Separately for Asian 8g8roups， 
but experienced social workers 
in these agencies believe that 
more Asian child abuse cases 
have 8one unreported than 
reported. 

According to July figures for 
reported cases handled by the 


SF Emergency Shelter Care 


Program of the Children?s 
Home Society of California， 
Asian and Pacific Islanders， 
Cases Were 17，accounting for 
only 6 percent of the total. Of 
the 17，only two were ethnic 
Chinese. 

At Andrew Jackson School， 
a School for childen who need 
emergecy iishelterRcare the 
percentage of ethnic Asian 
Students has long remained at 
about three pbercent. 

This year，however， this 
School has enrolled a Sig- 
nificantly 1larger number of 
children from racially mixed 
families，e.8.， Chinese and 
Caucasian， Japanese and 
Caucasian，Black and Korean， 
or Chinese and Black.

M. Gan，child welfare Super- 
visor of Child Protective 
Services. Gan has had over 20 
years experience in this field. 

"When an Asian child-abuse 
case was reported to us，it was 
more (likely to be) a Severe 
physical injury，a runaway，a 
Juvenile delinquency，or 3 
criminal”said Gan. 

Gan believes that many 
physical abuse cases by 
American Standards are 
viewed by Chinese or Asians 
as aa matter of parental 
discipline.， The consequences 
Of excessively harsh punish- 
ments are usually covered up 
by the family and their 
"Support System,” which 
consists of family members， 
relatives and neighbors. 

"If I went to report every 
time IT got beaten UP when 工 
was a kid,”he said，"I could 
have 8one to the police 
department at least five OF SIX 
times.” 

"No beating，no listening;," 
said Tina Shum and Nora 
Chen， Social workers at 
Cameron House，imitatin8g one 
philosophy of education.

Gan said the Support System 
or _ network Supports abusive 
parents by telling the child 
that he or She deserves the 
beating，and outsiders Should 
be left out of it, said Gan.

SAN FRANCISCO - The 
Scene took place in Manila， 
but it might just as well have 
been in Bangkok，Taipei，or 
Seoul. 

A group of male tourists had 
Just finlshed a dinner at their 
hotel dining room when the 
tour leader announced that it 
was _ time for the evening's 
entertainment.

The three-week conference 
was 3 first for Shin，an 
immigrant from Korea who is 
director of the ASian Im- 
migrant Women?"Ss Project in 
Oakland. Pat Lee，a union 
representative for Local 2 in 
SF，has attended a number of 
other international confer- 
ences including the one in 
Copenhagen-. She said "this 
was probably the most Signifi- 
cant of the UN's three confer- 
ences，because lt was the first 
time that grass-roots women 
could speak for themselves."
